INDUSTRIAL DISEASES 


Mercury Piosoning 

A valuable monograph was issued in 
1912 by the Women's Welfare Depart- 
ment of the National Civic Federation. 
This report contains the analysis of 
102 cases occurring in New York State 
principally in the felt hat | industry. 
Many of the cases occurred among 
females, and a large majority of these 
were among the felt hat workers, who 
used both bichloride of mercury and 
nitrate of mercury In hela work. 

Of the different subdivisions of the 
work, the makers seemed to suffer 
most. ‘There were also cases recorded 
among the makers of  iieandcacent 
lights, and also chemists and those en- 
gaged in the making of cosmetics. 

Phosphorus poisoning is rare now, 
and its most frequent occurences was 
among match manufacturers, and 
legislation was passed in Washington 
in 1912 prohibiting the use of poison- 
ous phosphorous wfter the Ist of June, 
19138, 

Arsenic poisoning !s much more 
rare since the discontinuing of the use 
of arsenic in the coloring of wall pa- 
pers and flowers and the using of 
aniline colory instead, 

This poisoning usually assumes the 
form of multiple neuritis. 

Acid fumes is another source of in- 
halation and poisoning and may pro- 
duce bronchitis, digestive disturbances 
and extreme anaemia, 

Wood Alcohol. 

The fumes of wood alcohol, if in- 
haled in a concentrated form, are a 
virulent heat depressant, resulting jn 
coma and death in a very short time | 
and where they recover they usually 
develop ocular neutritis, and oceasion- 
ally blindness, 

Wood alcohol is used extenstvely on 
account of its being a cheap solvent 
for shelale, which, when applied over 
a large surface in thin layers, as in 
the case of large beer vats, etc, be- 
c Aes very dangerous,

NY: f want to tell you of one. Her name was Ruth, and she was born and 
lived in one of the forts In Western Canada. 

She was the only baby in the fort, and a great pet with all the soldiers. 
When she grew older her father would often lift her on his horse in front of 
him, and she had a good many rides in that way. Occasionally when the 
Indians were troublesome Ruth would be kept in the fort for weeks at a time, 
One evening she begged her father to allow her to go just a little way with 
him. It wasn’t very safe to take a litle girl within reach of Indian arrows, 
but her father at jast consented. 

How zood it seemed to be out on the fresh green prairies once more. 
Major Hancock kept a sharp lookout for Indians, and precently he spied some 
in the distance riding toward them, waving their bows and arrows above their 
heads as they rode. Then bezan a race for the fort. Victor, the horse, was 
touched with the spurs, and Ruth was held very tight in her father’s arms 
while the horse took great strides away from the savages. 

A few arrows fell near them; but, brave soldier girl as she was, Ruth 
only laughed, Often in times of peace the Indian mothers would bring their 
bables to the fort, and Ruth was always very thankful that she was not an

‘ways learning, and quite hard lessons, 
too. It is no easy matter, for instance,

there is a wild stampede amongst the 
panting animals, and the sledge is 
overturned. . 

There are many Mhér things besides 
driving a sledge that an Eskimo boy 
must become proficient in before he 
brings home his first large bull seal, 
after which he is entitled to take a 
wife. As a little fellow he contents 
himself with snaring birds, gathering 
driftwood for fuel, and bringing in 
Arctic moss and the eggs of sea-gulls 
and eider ducks, the latter being par- 
ticularly prized. When he is eight 
years old he leaves this to the “ba- 
bies,” and learns to manage a kayak 
—a curiously shied fishing boat, cov-

In tribes that have come 
jin contact with white people, and so 
have become partly civilized, quite 
jlittle girls are often very clever at 
jneedlework, embroidering most ex 
iquisite patterns out of their own heads. 
They are also taught to manage a 
jboat and to row, and even to drive a 
sledge. 

In spite of all this, Eskimo children 
find plenty of time for play, Like the 
little folk in Japan, they are never

very rare. If members of a family 
cannot “get on” together, they part 
in peace, each going his own way.

Jacques Cartier, the Intrepid Ex- 
plorer, Who Named the Great 
St. Lawrence River, Left 
France for Canada

| N the far-aivay little fishing village 
| of St. Malo, France, just about thts 
| time of the year in 1534, Jacques 
Cartier was busy fitting out his ship 
to come to what was then known as 
the Western wilderness, but what is 
now Canada, the country 
live in. 

No little did they think of Canada 
that we are not even how the 
name Canada originated,

What this able Ilar called his “great 
national joke’ caused quite a turmoil in 
1S76. He proposed to remove the bodies 
of Washington and Lincoln to¢the Cen: 
tennial exhibition and expose them to view 
at 50 cents a head, With the money that 
should be thus obtained he proposed to 
complete the Washington monument. 


Star of Bethlehem “Located,” 


At the suggestion of @ newspaper man 
at’ Lexington, ky., Mulhatton Jocated the 
Star of Bethlehem, Among Mulhatton’s 
friends at the time was Jolin M, klein, 4 
hardware dealer of Richfield, Ky. Mul- 
hatfon dubbed him “professor” and de- 
scribed him aS a successful observer of 
sun Spots and an astronomer of remarkable 
attainments and high scientific reputation, 
According to Mulhatton’s story it was Prof, 
klein who had discovered the star, 

The late Richard A, Proctor, the eminent 
English astronomer, was in the United 
States at this time. Unfortunately for hin 
he didn’t know about Mulbatton, and he 
burned with zeal to save the American 
public from the paths of scientific error, 
So he devoted several coliimns of labored 
writing to an exposure of what he terme] 
a humbug,

a star it could not have been discovertd at 
Klein's observatory, which was quite rene,

During the summer of 1888 Multhatton, 
with the ald of a mythical Prof, J. N. ow, 
Birdwhistle of the equally mythical Law:
